Although the production of coal in 


Ohio increased from 26,270,639 short 
tons jn 190$ to 37,939,641 short tons In 
1909, the value of the product decreas- 
ed from J27,S97,704 to $27,789,010. The 
gain in quantity vas 1,169002 tons, or 
4.4 per cent, and the decrease in value 
was |10S,694, or 0.4 per cent. The av- 
erage price per ton declined from $1.06 
-in 190S to 99 cents in 1909. The 
de- 


cline in price and the consequent low- 
er value ot Ohio's coal in 1909 are at- 
tributed to the competition of West 
Virginia coal. "Unhampered 
by

more thoroughly organized, and also

Statistics of Accidents. 


In this connection it seems pertinent 


to call attention to the fact that thc 
percentage of deaths due to explosions 
in the coal mines of Oklahoma is larg- 
er than the average for other State.;.

of thc fatal accidents have been caus- 
ed by explosions, and in 1909. accord- 
ing to the report of Peter Hauraty, UK*

From 1S91 to the close of 1909 the 


total number of accidental deaths in 
the coal mines of Tennessee was 676, 
and tho number of nonfatal accidents 
in the same period, with the exception 
of four years for which the statistics 
ate missing, was 1,453.

either directly or indirectly. 
Every- 


body knows the Connellsville coke re- 
gion is not in the Pittsburg coal dis- 
trict and that Connellsville coal is not 
and never was shipped to Lake ports, 
and for the good of the region, I sin- 
cerely hope it never will have to com- 
pete for the Lake coal trade. 


•'7t seems to me." Mr. Lynch con- 


tinued, "that more stability in coke 
prices is one of 
the most pressing 


. needs of the Cqnnellsville region, and 
that !s entirely within the control of 
the producers themselves. 
' 


"Since we withdrew from the mar- 


ket, about seven years ago, the price 
of Connellsville coke has 
fluctuated 


as much as a dollar a ton within a 
period of six months. There was more 
than a dollar a ton difference between 
the highest and lowest prices quoted 
during the last half of 1909, pnd from 
January to September, 1010, the price 
fluctuations in the opposite direction 
were more than $1.25 a ton. The 
effect 
of 
both 
unreasonably . high 


prices and unreasonably low prices ia 
alike bad; one drives trade away from 
the region, 
whil^ 
the other 
takes 


profits away from the producer and 
does not increase the output of 
the 


region one ton. 
The pity ot it is (.hat 


in not a few instances the producers 
making unreasonably low prices had 
to cut the wages of their men. 


"The maintenance 
of 
fair living 


wages, and safeguarding, as far 
as 


possible, the lives of the . employes, 
at all times and under all conditions, 
is my hobby, and Mr. Lynch placed 
unusual emphasis upon this state- 
ment. 


"If the local newspapers want to 


give their readers interesting infor- 
mation concerning 
the Connellsville 


coke .industry, why not publish some- 
thing about what is being done by 
the large coke producers for the pro- 
tection of the lives of the men? If 
you will go to Continental Xo. 1, Oli- 
vers, Lemont. Tower Hill, Royal, or 
any of the large plants In the region, 
you will be astonished by what you 
•will see. and the large sums' of money 
that are daily expended in the Con- 
nellsviHe region for the protection of 
the employes, in fact, the Connells- 
ville region is a leader in this re- 
-spect, yet the outside public, and but 
few people living in the region, know 
anything at all about it. Or publish 
something about ooir Voluntary Ac- 
eldest Relief and our Pension Plan? 
The latter did not go into effect until 
. the first of January, last, but 
the 


Accident relief has been in effect al- 
most a year, and I think cases could 
be found at most any of our plants 
illustrating the practical workings of 
the same. Personally, I regard it as 
the longest step, solely in the inter- 
est of-iabor, ever taken in this country 
and best of all, it does not cost the 
employe one penny." 


SHIELDS PROSECUTED 


On Charges of Embezzlement and Per- 


jury by Coal Companies. 


GREENSBURG, Pa., Feb. 2.—Sheriff 


John 15. Shields was arrested 
on 


charges oE em b t; 7.7,1 em en t and perjury 
on information made by four of 
the 


largest coiil companies in" this county, 
Jamison Coal & Coke Company, Key- 
stone Coal & Coke Company, West- 
moreland Coal Company and Penn Gas 
Coal Company, and a detective agency. 
The charges were brought before Jus- 
tice of the Peace \V. I. Hunter and 
Constable Thomas AVashabaugh served 
the papers. Sheriff Shields had learn 
ed that the inform.xf.lons were to be 
made, when he was in Pittsburg yes- 
terday morning. 


He telephoned from there to Justice 


Hunter and, finding that the informa- 
tions had been made, iold the official 
that he would appear at his office n« 
soon ns possible and give bail. 
He 


came to Greensburg at once and gave 
310,000 bail, the amount required 
rn 


each case being1 $2,000. Ho waived a 
hearine and the ball was given. Tor his 
appearance in court. 


All the informations are practically 


the same. One of them recites that 
Sheriff Shields "did unlawfully 
and 


wilfully aud. fraudulently receive 
or 


take, by color of his said 
office, 


from the Jamison Coal & Coke Com- 
pany, certain amounts of money as 
fees- for deputizing special officers for 
the" preservation of the public j>eace 
and protection, of property 
in 
and 


about the works of the Jamison Coal 
& Coke Company, which fees were not 
allowed by law or more than are al- 
lowed by an act of Assembly In this 
Commonwealth." 


The information further alleges that 


Shields "failed to perform his duties as 
such Sheriff In thiit he wilfully and un- 
lawfully omitted to make entry in said 
books of the fees and motleys received 
and earned by him from the Jamison 
Coal & Coke Company, as r*t forth."
